S O. 236(E).—Whereas the Secretary to the Government 
of India, Department of Women and Child Development, 
Ministry of Human Resource Development, being the person 
who proposes to apply the funds of the National Creche Fund, 
New Delhi, in trust for charitable purposes, has applied for 
vesting the funds mentioned in Schedule A annexed hereto 
in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India and 
for the settlement of a scheme for the administration of tilt: 
said funds; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable En- 
dowmnnts Act, 1890 (6 of 1890), and upon the application 
as aforesaid, and with the concurrence of the Secretary to the 
Government of India, Department of Women and Child 
Development, Ministry of Human Resource Development, do 
hereby order that the moneys set out in Schedule A annex¬ 
ed hereto shall, as from the date of publication of this noti¬ 
fication, be vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments 
for India to be held by him and his successors In office 
upon trust to hold the said moneys and the income thereof 
in accordance with the trust and terms set out in the Scheme 
set forth in Schedule B, annexed hereto for the administra¬ 
tion of the said funds ;

SCHEDULE B 

Scheme for the administration of the National Creche 
Fund. 

1. This Scheme may be called the National Creche Fund 
Scheme, 1994, 

2. Name of the fund : There shall be a fund called the 
National Creche Fund. 

3. Definitions : In this Scheme, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires, 

(a) “Board' 5 means the Board of Management constituted 
under paragraph 6 of this Scheme; 

fb) “Fund 55 means the National Creche Fund- 

4. Objects of the Fund : the objects of the Fund shall be ; 

(i) to administer and apply the funds of the Fund to 
pay grants-in-aid to registered voluntary organisa¬ 
tions! mahila Mandals and State Governments to 
implement creche programme* specially in rural 
areas and rural slums lor welfare and development 
of children below the age of 5 years, whose parents

(iii) to organise programmes for Training/Refresher

(iv) to take up activities which promote the above objec¬ 

tives and to do all other things that are incidental 
or conducive to the above objectives. 

5. Extent: The objectives of the Fund shall extend to the 
whole of India except the State of Jammu Sc Kashmir. 

6. Bourd of Management : For the management and ad¬ 
ministration of funds of the Fund, a Board of Management 
shall be constituted consisting of the following members* 
namely i— 

Chairman 1 Ex-officio): 

(a) Minister of State for Women and Child Develop¬ 
ment. 

Working Chairman: 

(b) Secretary, Department of Women and Child Develop¬ 

ment- 

Other members : 

(c) Joint Secretary in charge of Nutrition and Child 

Development, Department of Women and Child 
Development. 

(d) Jtfint Secretary, Department of Expenditme, Minisivy 

of Finance,Government of Tndia. 

(e) Director, National Institute of Public Cooperation 

and Child Development. 

(f) Executive Director. Central Social Welfare Board- 
Member-Secretary : 

(g) Deputy Secrctary/D)rector of the Department of 

Women and Child Development, in charge of Creche 
Scheme. 

7. Quorum: (1) The quorum for a meeting of the Board 
shall be four members, (2) Every decision of the Board of a 
meeting shall be determined by a majority of votes of the 
members present and voting on the question and in case of 
equality of votes, the Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

8. Conduct of business of the board: 

(1) The Board may function notwithstanding any vacancy 

in its constitution. 

(2) Subject to the provisions herein contained, the Board 
may, with the previous approval of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, frame, and vary from time to time, as they 
think fit, bye-laws for the conduct of their bush 
ness. 

9. Vesting of assels : The assets of the Fund shall be 
vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for 
India.

16* ^Eligibility fot financial assistance : The State Govern¬ 
ments, voluntary organisation 6V MaWla Mandal with a 
kivjra record of service in the field of child welfare and 
reji&reled under the Societies Registration: Act, I860 (21 of 
1860) or Registered as a Public Trust at least for the last 
two years will ht dlifeible for applying for financial issuance 
from the Fund, 

17. Application to Board : All applications for financial 
assistance from 1 the Fund by /Voluntary organisations and 
Mahflk M&ndals shall be in the Form specified frv Appendix 
II annexed ter this Scheme. 

18^ Limitation to financial assistance : (1) The financial 
assistance to the voluntary organisations. State Governments 
and Mahila Mandals shall be limited to Rs. 18,480 per 
creche per annum (for a maximum of 25 children) towards 
recurring expenditure for nmttihg General Creche Centres 
and Rs. 8,100 per Creche per annum for numing Angan- 
wadi-cum-Creche Centres.

25. Powers and Functions of Member Secretary : It skill 
be duty of the Member Secretary :

(2) Official members of the Board will draw travelling 
and daily allowance as admissible to them from the source 
from which they draw their salaries. 

(3) Non-official members, .of the Board and its officers 
staff such be entitled to draw such remuneration and travel¬ 
ling and other allowances as may be specified by the 
Board by bye-laws made by it. 

3,3.. Accounts and Audit r (1) Regular accounts shall* be 
kept of all moneys and properties and of incomes and 
expenditure of the Fund and shall be audited by a firm 
of Chartered Accountants or any other recognised autho¬ 
rity as may be appointed by the Board.

(See para 35) 

National Creche Fund aims at' sanctioning grants to volun¬ 
tary" organisations, Mahila MandaJs and State Governments 
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largely out of interest accrued on the corpus of the Fund 
and partially out of a small portion of the corpus Fund, 

2. Assistance under the Creche Fund will be given for 
the children belonging to the poorer sections of society. 
Children of the parents whose monthly income does not 
exceed Rs. 1800 per month will be eligible for coverage. 

3. Assistance under the Fund is not available for the 
children of those parents who are already getting such facili¬ 
ties under the various labour laws and where creches exist 
under the existing Cieche Scheme. 

4. Assistance shall be given for two types of Crechesnmdlr 
the Scheme i.e. (i) General Creche Centres (ii) Anganwadi- 
cum-Creche Centres and for training and refresher courses 
of Creche Workers as per schematic pattern at Appendices 
-Ill, IV and V annexed to this Scheme.
